nite plans for a 
nation-wide pro- 


hibition campaign were devnlged by 
officers of the American Anti-saloon 
League today from their headquar- 
ters at Westerville, Ohio, a suburb 
of this city. The complete plan will 
be outlined in an editorial which will 
be published In next week's Ameri- 
can Issue, the official publication of 
.the league. 
. 
Briefly, as outlined in the editonal 


statement, the first move will be to 
fleco.ro the adoption by congress of 
the prohibition constitutional amend- 
ment vesolntton recently Introduced 
by Congressman Richmond Pearson 
Hobson, 
Although the pasuage of 


the resolution will require a two- 
thtrrift vote* ot both honnps. the antl- 
paloon league officials believe it will 


pass, basing their claim on the favor- 
able action 
on 
the 
Webb-Kenyon 


anti-shipping bill. 
Should the resolution 
pass con- 


gress. President P A Baker declar- 
ed that nine "dry" states would im- 
mediately ratify it. 
He further de- 


flared that sixteen other states are 
favorable to »rohibition, leaving but 
eleven states to secure, as thirty-six 
states are required for the ratifica- 
tion of a constltutiona amendment. 


The editorial continues that every 


saloon-fighting resource 
would 
be 


employed in tho eleven states which 
will be selected for the final battle- 
ground. 
The statement points out 


that the temperance forces have a 
great advantage In the method of 
ratifying amendments. 
After a state 


legislature takes favorable action to 
ratify, the amendment would still be 
eligible to another vote.

Huntington." 
This confession was made to Ser- 
geant of Detectives .Dorgan and De- 
tective Rounke today by Leslie Hum- 
phrey, who was 'brought back to Co- 
lumbus from Gassoway, W. Va., on 
Tuesday. It followed a "third degree" 
administered after the police showed 
Humphrey Kelly's watch, taken from 
a sink in the rear of the house for- 
merly occupied by Humphrey. 


Mrs. 
Humphrey had told the police 


her husband said he threw a revolver 
into the sin>k, and the police had the 
place cleaned out in an effort to get 
the weapon.
